ATWORK 


Stringent Quarantine Reg- 
ulations Go Into Effect 


at Once 


ALL CABIN PASSENGERS 


From Italy Will be Held With 


Immigrants at Quarantine 


for 10 Days. 


New York, July IS.—Fully realising 


that if cholera ever gets a foothold in 
the crowded and unsanitary tenements 
of the Italian quarter and the lower 
East Side, stamping It out will be a 
herculean task, the health officers oC 
inis port, aided by the experts from the 
United States Marine hospital service 
at Washington today put into effect 
the most stringent quarantine regula- 
tions.

Not only will all immigrants from 


Italy be held under observation for ten 
days at Huffman's Island, but even, 
cabin passengers, unless they can show 
they were not in ports where cholera 
is prevalent, will be held until sub- 
jected to bacteriological examination. 


Food stuffs coming from Italy are to 


be disinfected. Those brought by im- 
migrants who come from cholera cen- 
ters will be destroyed, although the ex- 
perts say the chances of the disease 
being distributed through food or per- 
sonal effects are very slight.

will act as the personal representative 
of Surgeon General Wyman in keeping 
cholera out of this city and will gen- 
erally tighten up the inspection lines. 


No now cases of the malady were re- 


porter! from Hoffman's Island today. 
Tne 261 passengers and 91 of the crew 
of the Anchor Liner Perugia were de- 
clared healthy but will be held at least 
five days longer. There are a number 
of cases among the passengers of tha 
Moltke also held, which are under sus- 
picion.

At Monday night's meeting of the 


city council, the first legal action 
looking toward the realization of the 
dreams of the South Siders was ta- 
ken when an ordinance was introduc- 
ed declaring it necessary to abolish 
the grade crossings at First, Second, 
Third, Fourth, Fifth 
and Sixth 


streets. Every member of the 
city 


council signed the ordinance and thus 
became the father of the measure. 
This shows the attitude of the city 
dads regarding 
the 
proposed 
im- 


provement. 
Besides this important bit of leg- 
islation, an appropriation ordinance, 
providing funds for the operating ex- 
penses of this municipality for 
the 


fiscal half year ending Dec. 31, 1911, 
was passed. 
This appropriation 
is 
probably 


smaller than has been passed 
for 


several years. Many items which usu- 
ally received 
small 
appropriations 


were passed by entirely without 
a 
penny. Only those funds absolutely 
necessary for the welfare of the city 
received any attention in the appro- 
priation ordinance. 
Of course none 


of the salaries of the officers was ov- 
erlooked, but such items as station- 
ery for the various departments, con- 
tingent funds in the various depart- 
ments and things of like nature got 
nothing. 
This was made necessary because 


of the confusion resulting from the 
new one per cent tax law, which ha* 
reduced the amount of taxes realized 
by the city from the annual tax set- 
tlement. 


A few other matters of less 
im- 


portance were considered, but 
the 


meeting was very short and the busi- 
ness was disposed of with neatness 
and dispatch. 
The finance committee 
reported 


that it had gone over the appropria- 
tion ordinance and found that all th3 
items were correct, and recommend- 
ed the passage of the ordinance. 
The street committee reported tin- 


favorably on the-plat of the proposed 
addition entitled the Martha E. Tay- 
lor addition, until certain alterations 
were made 
which the 
committee 


deemed necessary. 
The 
committee 


recommendd the opening of certain 
alleys in East Newark. 


Mayor John M. Ankele, in a report 


to the council, stated that he had an- 
proved the appointment of 
Charles 


Bader as humane officer for Licking 
county, as provided for by a section 
of the general code. 
The finance committee 
reported 


that the board of sinking fund trus- 
tees had rejected their offer of mu- 
nicipal improvement bonds amount- 
ing to $34,205. The trustees stated 
as their reason that their funds were 
insufficient to make the purchase. 


Among the items of the appropri- 


ation ordinance, there was included 
$9460 for the police department for 
salary and $11,360 for the salaries 
of the firemen. Another item was 
that for street, sprinkling, and 
this 


fund got nothing, like many of the 
other funds. 
The 
ordinance was 


passed 
under 
suspension 
of . the 


rules. 
The ordinance providing for tha 


subway improvement, stripped of its 
formal terms, is as follows: 


Be it ordained by the council of 


the city of Newark: 


It is declared necessary to abolish 


the prrade crossings of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad Company, the Pitts- 
burR, 'Cincinnati, Chicago & St. TjOuis 
Railway Company and the 
Central 


Ohio Kailroad Company at First,Sec- 
ond, Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth 
streets, and to cause 
the railroad 


tracks to be raised and to lower the 
grade of the streets at these in- 
tersections. 


Sec. 2. That the railroad compan- 


ies, in co-operation with the city en- 


submit 
to 
council 
within 
three 


months plans and specifications for 
the improvement, specifying the num- 
ber, character and 
location of 
all 


piers and supports which are to be 
permanently placed in the 
streets, 


and the height, character and esti- 
mated cost of such work and 
the 


change of grade required to be made 
of the tracks. 


A resolution was introduced 
by 


Councilman Irwin, directing the pub- 
lic service director to cause certain 
fences to be removed which would 
permit the first alley east of Oak- 
wood avenue, East Newark, running 
south to Garfield avenue, to be op'- 
ened for public travel. An alley run.- 
ning north from Lawrence street and 
connecting with an alley running east 
from Beuna Vista street. These al- 
leys have been closed by certain prop- 
arty owneis and 
unless they 
are 


cleared for traffic, suits will be in- 
stituted against those reponsible foV 
closing them.

Granvllle, July 18.—For some time 


a large gang of workmen have been 
engaged In regradlng the tracks of the 
Ohio Electric Railway in this place, 
putting in new ties and 
In 
general 


making a big improvement of the road. 
Monday evening at 5:30 o'clock, the 
first car that has been 
run 
to 


the station got through, much to the 
relief of the passengers, who have for 
the past week <Jr more been compelled 
to walk several squares.

shekels for the farmer who is fortunate 
enough to own a few acres of good 
timothy or clover hay, and it also 
means that the pet horse will have to 
grow sleek and shining on corn and 
oats rather than on a hay diet.
